Thocitrof Hacon has been for some length 


of ttmo engaged In digging a well with capacity 
for supplying tbe public with good and unfall- 
IDIC water. Tbo extreme drought during the 
past sum mar, and the consequent soarcrty of 
water, rendered this undertaking a prime 
necessity. 


Two yoang men, Pred Wilils and William 


jKaltpe.aced ni*pootlvelyttand II, of excellent 
character, and whose parents reside In Macon, 
were engaged In excavating al the bottom of 
the well, walch had been sunk to a depth of 
13) feet and struck water and eras. 


They Immediately gave tho signal to bo elev- 


ated, which was being promptly executed, and 
the usjfortuaato boy* wen rapidly being 
drawn from a horrible fat* when, doubtless 
feting vrorcotao by Inhaling th* poisonous 


fccy dropped from the bucket, which had 


rinoti a considerable distance, and fell with a 
heartrending thud back to the bottom of the 
well, striking terror to those engaged In extri- 
cating them from their most shocking death 
deep down In the earth. To add to the awful- 
neat of lueb a fate, tho side* ot the well caved 
In, burying tbem beneath some *5 feet of sand. 


The dty warthrown Into the most profound 


consternation, and the poor parents of tho 
boys were nearly frantic with grief. 


Every possible effort was making for the 


recover; of the bodies, asul a man bad descend- 
ed the well and was digging through the sand 
endeavoring to reach them, but our latest re- 
ports from the scene of tho tragedy contain no 
Information of their having been found. 


The fathers of the two boys are Qeo. Wilds 


and Daniel Kallpn, well-known to tbe commu- 
nity. They, with the terribly mulcted mother 
and relatives, have the genuine sympathy o 
all our people. 


We learn to-day that the well did not cave In, 


a* was at tint supposed, but that water, gas 
and sand were thrown up with torrlflo force 
and struck and stilled tlie young nu-n when 
about twenty feet from the bottom of the 
well, and while In tho bucket being drawn up. 
Yesterday afternoon soon after the occurrence 
a man was lowered carefully down In acarchof 
the missing men. 
Tho gas Hoim ovorcame him 


so that ho was hastily withdrawn. Air was 
forced Into the well and tbu dcttd bodies of 
poor Wild and Kallpft were found lloating In 
Uw water, which had rushofl In to the depth of 
about forty feet. They were extricated nn,i 
given Into tho charge of their dislrroscil par- 
ents. 


Coroner Dlnnccn went down nn (he train 


last evening and held an Inquest on tlie bodies, 
and a verdict was returned in accordance vlth 
the facts. It appears In evidence that the wel I 
did not cave la as has been supposed, but that 
the tilling up from tho bottom was caused liy 
tho bursting In of a subterranean stream. 
There Is now nonio tlfty feet of water In ttio 
well.
